Fortunes, and that by ſeveral Acts of Parliament, ſuch as 74. 2. Parl. 14. Cap. 77. and Ja:- 4. Parl. 3. Cap. 34. le is ſtatute, that there be no 
Commotion, nor rifing of Commons in Burrows, in hindring of the common Law; and that if any does in the contrary, and knowledge or tent 
may be gotten thereof, their Goods be confiſcat to the King, and their Lives be at the Kings Will: 45 allo by the Act of Parliament, 74. 6. Par. 
18. Cap. 11, It is Statute, that no Perſon within Burgh, take upon hand under whatſomever pretext to convocat, without the knowledge and li- 
5 cenſe of the Magiſtrats, under the pain to be puniſhed in their Body and Goods with all rigor; As likewiſe, that the haill Inhabitants of the ſaid 
|. Burgh readily aſſiſt and concur with the Magiſtrats, for ſettling and puniſhing the ſaids Tumults, under the pain of being repute Foſterers and 
Mialntainers of the ſaids Tumults : Likeas by the Act of Parliament, Ja. 6. Parl. 17. Cap. 4. It is Statute, I hat whatſoever perſon Invades or purſues 
any of his Highneſs Seſſion, Secret Council, or any of his Highneſs Officiars, it being verified and tryed, that they were purſued and invaded for doing of 
H flighneſs Service, ſhall be puniſhed to the Death: There hapened upon the Streets of Edinburgh on the II inſtant, the day appointed for the 
Execution of certain Malefactors, and when Our Privy Council were met, and ſitting about Our Affairs, a moſt diſorderly and numerous Convo- 
[, catſtion and Gathering of Commons, filling the Streets with Clamour, and pretending and threatning to overaw Our Council to the great Diſ- 
5 honour and Prejudice of Our Government: Likeas, when Our Chancellor and certain of our Lords of Council with him, after having done our 
Buſineſs, were going home in peaceable manner, they were moſt inſolently and wickedly purſued and invaded, and that for doing our Service, 
by a villanons Mobb: Therefore We in the juſt Reſentment of ſo high an Indignity, and to prevent the like in all time coming, have thought 
tt, with Advice of the Lords of our Privy Council, to Ordain the Magiſtrats of Edj#burgh, to continue their Diligence, and make ſtrick in- 
auiry and Search, and tocauſe apprehend all the Authors, Abbettors, Acceſſories or Aſſiſtants of the foreſaid Tumult, who invaded and pur- 
ZE  iued our Chancellor and others, to the effeA they may be brought tocondigu Puniſhment, Declaring for that end, that whoever ſhall diſcover + 
any of the foreſaids Authors or Acceſſories of the ſaid Tumult, ſhall not only be himſelf indemnified, but have a due Reward for ſo good Service; 
And particularly who ſhall diſcover the perſon of Milliam Davidſon Taylor in Cannongate, who is informed to have firſt ſtopt our Chancellors 
Coach, ſhall have beſides his Indemnity the Sum of two hundred pound Scots Money of Reward: And farder, We with Advice foreſaid, Or- 
dain the Magiſtrats of Edinburgh, to call all their Deacons of Crafts, and Maſters of their [ncorporations, and all others their Houſ: holders and 


lladbabitants, and oblige them for the good Behaviour of their Apprentices, Servants and Domeſticks, in ſuch manner as the Laws and Cuſtom of 
the Burgh do allow: As alfb, that they call the Regents and Maſters of the Colledge of Edinburgb, and injoyn them ſtritly, that for hereafter 
they keep their Schollars in good Order, and be careful of their Quiet and peaceable Behaviour; And We Ordain all the Inhabitants of the ſaid 
> Bargh, readily co aſſiſt and concur with the Magiſtrats for repreſſing and puniſhing all Tumults, under the forefaid Pain of Law. And farder, 
for preventing the like wicked [nſolence in time coming; We with Advice foreſaid, do hereby declare, that in caſe, arid whenever any ſuch diſ- 
f; orderly Convocation or Tumult ſhall appear, or begin to appear for hereafter, and that thereupon Intimation (hall be made by the Magiſtrats, to all 
and ſundry to withdraw and retire to their zeſpetive Houſes, Shops and Imployments, whatever Apprentice, Servant, Journey-man, Footman, or 
other ſuch perlon ſhalldiſobey and be found upon the Streets, ſhall be repute and held as Foſterers and Maintainers of the ſaids Tumults, and pu- 
niſhed accordingly; And tho at preſent we do bear with and excule the Magiſtrats of Edinburgh, becauſe of the ſurpriſing Suddentie, and unex- 
pected Violence of the foreſaid Tumult that hapned as ſaid is, and of the diligence they have ſince uſed to find out and ſeize the Authors, yet 
(5: — tharall may know our high Diſpleaſure at, and Deteſtation of ſuch Diſorders, and take warning as they may be concerned; We farder with 
Advice foreſaid declare, that if any ſuch Tumults or Diſorders ſhall happen for hereafter, we may be thereby neceſſitat to Ordain Our High 
f Ad Court of Parliament, Privy Council, Lords of the Seſſion, Exchequer; and Court of Juſticiary, to remove themſelves from the laid, Burgh, to 
ſome others of our Royal Burrows, where they may ſit and officiat with greater Safety and Security; Or at leaſt, it We ſhall be pleaſed to con · 
tinue Our ſaids Courts in Edi»burgh, we may be obliged to bring in ſufficient Guards into the ſaid City, to abide and Quarter therein for their ſes 
curity and ſafe. guard: And theſe things we Ordain to be ſolemnly Declared and Publiſhed, that all may hear and fear, and that all ſuch wicked 
and villanous Diſorders may be for hereafter prevented. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and we charge you ſtrictly, and Command, that incon - 
tinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-crofs of Edinburgh, and to the remanent Mercat-crofſes ofthe Head. burghs of the ſeveral Shires- 
and Stewartries within this Our Ancient Kingdom, and thereat in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make publick Intimation 
hereof, that none may pretend Ignorance.
